The 
Wilson Company held their option on the 
lake, and refused all offers made them no 
til the death of the senior member of the 
firm, when the Glenora Power Co. secured 
an option on the lake power. The purpose 
of the oompauy is to develop electric pow 
er and build an electric railway line in 
Prince Edward county, which by reason 
of the fertility of iti soil, the well-to-do 
charaoter of its people and the special scen¬ 
ic attractions of the piare offers an excel¬ 
lent opening for a railway line 

The company also purpose doing a big 
business in stone crashing, stone being a- 
vailable ih large quantities, and shipments 
to Toronto and other points by water will 
make possible good trade. Another pos¬ 
sible industry is a sugar factory at Picton 
for which light and power and water could 
well be sapplied.

Just as in ths war bstwssn Russia 
and Japan ws have lately witnessed 
one of the most terrible conflicts ever 
recorded in history, so, in the peace 
that is said to te in the making, 
there will be a memorable and epoch¬ 
marking settlement. Some people 
weem to imagine that when the rep¬ 
resentatives of the belligerent no¬ 
tions come together as the "high 
contracting parties," as they arc 
called, to a treaty of peace, they can 
make what ferros they like as be¬ 
tween themselves, but this is not orv- 
tirely the esse. Here, as in the 
course of the war, they have to pay 
strict respect to the canons and tra¬ 
ditions of international law. 

One of the most delicate points for 
settlement in cases of this sort, 
where the theatre of war is so vast 
and when no armistice is concluded 
beforehand, is to determine the ex¬ 
act time at which the treaty of peace 
shall become operative at certain 
places to which the news may be dif¬ 
ficult to convey. Careful calculations 
are made and these various times are 
settled, and until the official news 
arrives the belligerents at these plac¬ 
es are justified in waging war. even 
though they know that at head¬ 
quarters peace has been concluded. 

The reason for this principle of in¬ 
ternational law is that if a combat¬ 
ant officer were to be expected to ac¬ 
cept Information of this kind from 
anyone except his own Government 
he would lay himself open to be de¬ 
ceived in 

THE MOST SERIOUS MANNER, 

and in some extraordinary cases his 
conduct in continuing warlike acts, 
e'en though certain that peace had 
been agreed upon, has been Justified 
by international tribunals, who have 
only made the reservation that his 
country shull reap no advantage from 
these acts, and that any land or 
‘ spoils that he may guin by them 
I I rhall be given up afterwards. 

*• 'ihe leading case in the matter, and 
that which is always quoted when 
'disputes urise, is' that which is 
1 known as the case of the Swineherd.

SCHOOL SMOKING ROOM 

TXAGKBB WHO ALLOW* OLDSB 
BOYS FIFES. 

In Xeinrn They Prevent Surrepti¬ 
tious Smokes Among 
Juniors. 

Ths evil effect# oi emoking among 
very young boys heve been, eo often 
diecuseed that it come# ae 
thing of s shock to learn that the 
principals of certain schools are ad¬ 
vocating the adoption of smoking 
rooms for the pupils, hoping that 
thereby they will, at least, be able 
to control tho habit. 

Many Italian schools have long 
enjoyed the luxury of smoking rooms, 
where the scholars can retire during 
off hours and indulgo in a peaceful 
pipe or a soothing cigar, and It is 
declared by the principals in these 
colleges that recognition in this way 
goes far towards lessening the evil. 
The idea has also been followed In 
foreign • countries whero Italian 
schools havo been founded, and in 
one of these in New York the etnok- 
ing room is very popular. 

The writer recently paid a visit to 
this Juvenile smoking room and had 
a short conversation with a gentle¬ 
man connected with the school, ^who 
stated that the "smoking salon," as 
the boys called it. had been in exist¬ 
ence nearly a year, and hud answer¬ 
ed admirably the purpose for which 
it was intended, viz., the prevention 
of boys smoking on the sly. 

MAKES THEM COMFORTABLE. 

The room was comfortably and 
even tastefully furnished with easy 
chairs, couches, smull tables, and 
bookcases, containing good literature 
in English and French, as well as 
Italian. There were pipe racks, to¬ 
bacco Jars, ash trays, etc., and the 
room was kept at an even tempera¬ 
ture by means of an easily adjusted 
radiator. Two or three boys were 
seated there reading, pipes in their 
mouths, and a look of quiet delight 
on their southern features. 

I was then introduced to the prin¬ 
cipal, who stated thut the rootn 
was much appreciated by tho boys. 
"For years." said this gentleman, "I 
had constantly been coming across 
I our boys smoking on the sly in the 
play grounds and even behind their 
!dcs‘*s. and though I punished them 
'it seemed to do no good The young¬ 
er boys are not permitted the use of 
the smoking room—only those of 
• seventeen and upwards. 

! "No smoking to excess, of course, 
is permitted, the room being open at 
certain hours only. Our groat object 
is not so much to lessen the habit 
of smoking among youths as to 
stamp out excessive cigarette smok¬ 
ing, vvhi^h to my mind Is answerable 
for many evil effects when indulged 
in by young boys. 

OVER SEVENTEEN ONLY. 

"As I have mentioned already, no 
bov under seventeen is allowed the 
use of the smoking room, and as 
soon as he had reached that age and 
ex presses u desire to avail himself of 
its privileges he is expected to give 
the principals every assistance in

TO ISOLATE VLAPIVOSTOCK 

A despatch from Khersu, Manchur¬ 
ia, says: The Japanese are apparent¬ 
ly concentrating in considerable force 
far to the eastward, with the aim of 
operating against Kirin and Nin- 
guta and getting in between Yiadi- 
vostock and the Russian Manchurian

LIGHTNING JtILLS FIVE. 

Bolt Piifwdi ob Isthm at Conoy 


A New York dsspatch says:—During 
a thunderstorm of terrific intensity, 
which pas se d over Now York, on 
Sunday afternoon, five persons were 
struck by lightnkig and instantly 
killed and nine weimseriously injured 
at the Parkway batnn at Coney Is¬ 
land. At the same YLne one man 
was killed and three wfe prostrated 
at Gravesend Beach. ' 

When the storm blew up from the 
westward the Parkway Beach was 
thronged with bathers and specta¬ 
tors. As the rain descended in tor¬ 
rents hundreds of men, women and 
children sought shelter under the big 
bath house, which is elevated above 
the sand on piles. A few minutes 
before 5 o’clock a bolt struck the 
flag staff and grounded in the thick¬ 
est of the crowd. Nearly fifty per¬ 
sons were prostrated and the rest, 
screaming with torror, rushed out 
Into the storm. The nine injured 
| were removed to a hospital, where it 
: was said that some probably would 
! die. Many persons less seriously hwt 
were taken home by friends. A 
slight fire in the bath house was 
quickly extinguished by the rain.

OUTBREAK OF MENINGITIS. 

Dr. Hodgetts Reports Upon Dis¬ 
ease in Ottawa Valley. 

A despatch from Toronto says: 
Cerebro-spinal meningitis or spotted 
fever has become very prevalent in 
the Ottawa Valley, and numerous 
deaths have been reported. Dr. C. 
j A Hodgetts. secretary of the Pro- 
! vincial Board of Health, has just re- 
i turned irorn a visit to Carp. Carle- 
I ton County, where the disease is epi- 
■ demic. One doctor reported four 
deaths out of 11 cases which occur¬ 
red in his practice. Another on the 
Quebec side of the river had six pa- 
| tients in one house The disease 
: seems to have gained a footing also 
| in the neighborhood of Pembroke, 
and two deaths have occurred in the 
| Ottawa hospitals from it 
j Dr. Hodgetts found the environ- 
i ment in most of the cases similar 
Ni arly all occurred in small log or 
j frame houses built on the ground; 
* most of these were surrounded by 
I willow trees, causing dampness and 
i shutting out sunlight. Placards are 
being placed by the Local Board of 
Health on all houses in which are 
cases of the disease. * 

The disease usually attacks chil- 
| clren. but several of the deaths in 
this outbreak were of adults. Au¬ 
thorities differ as to whether the 
'malady is infectious or contagious. 
'Dr. Hodgetts has been led to believe 
! from several instances that it is com¬ 
municable.

| TRAIN WRFCKIN ENGLAND 

Express Crashes Into Empty 
Train Near Liverpool. 

A London despatch says:—The 
worst railroad accident in the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom for fifteen years occurr¬ 
ed on Thursday evening on the elec¬ 
trified section of the Lancashire and 
Yorkshire Railway. Twonty-two 
persons, including several children, 
were killed, and an unknown num¬ 
ber. but supposed to be few, injured. 

An electric express which left Liv¬ 
erpool was crowded with passengers. 
At Southport the train crashed into 
the rear of an empty train standing 
on a side track at the Hall Road 
Station. The body of the front car 
of the express was torn off, and the 
steel frame rose in the air and fell 
upon the passengers. Two other 
cars were overturned, and one or 
two cars caught fire. It is not clear 
whether there were many casualties 
from the fire. It seems that most 
of the dead were killed instantly. 

It is stated that u passenger who 
happened to be looking out of a 
window of the express saw that a 
collision was impending and shouted 
to liis companions to lie on the floor 
of the car. Many were saved by this 
means. 


SCOTTISH HERRING CURING 

Government Begins Experiments 
on Nova Scotia Coast.

PARIS GREEN INCREASES 
POTATO YIELD. 

The use of Paris green as a poison 
for potato beetles has been, perhaps, 
more general than that of any poison 
used on the farm or in the garden. 
But considerable complaint has aris¬ 
en of late as to its injurious effect 
upon foliage; and many instances of 
leaf-burning from its use have been 
reported. To ascertain to what ex¬ 
tent this distrust was properly based, 
how the injury was caused, if it oc¬ 
curred, and how it could be prevent¬ 
ed. careful tests wore made in 1904 
by the experiment station at Geneva, 
N. Y., applying the poison in various 
mediums. To the surprise of the ex¬ 
perimenters, no injury to foliage oc¬ 
curred in any case even though con¬ 
ditions appeared to favor such . in¬ 
jury and the poison was used in 
large quantities. On the contrary, 
the Paris green was very beneficial in 
aiding to control blight, showing ful¬ 
ly one-third the power of well made 
bordeaux. 

The dry, or powder gun. method of 
applying Paris green is inexpensive, 
but it is not considered as effectual 
as spray treatment, so it was not 
included in the test. The poison was 
applied in water, in lime water and 
in bordeaux, the rows thus treated 
lying side by side;, while a row on 
one side was left un&prayed as a 
check, and a row on the other side 
wa9 sprayed with bordeaux only, 
these two rows being kept free from 
bugs 

BY HAND PICKING. 

This series of five rows was repeated 
five times so that each treatment wi a 
used on one-tenth of an acre of po¬ 
tatoes. The plants were spraved five 
I times between July 7 and August 
25, the spraying being done very 
* thoroughly with a knapsack sprayer 
I going out one side of a row and back 
the other. 

Poison was omitted at the last 
treatment as the foliage of the roW9 
not treated with bordeaux was so 
badly injured by blight at that time 
that’no Paris green injury could have 
been detected. One pound of the 
poison was used to each 50 gallons 
of liquid. The Paris green was ana- 
I lyzed and found to be of good aver- 
| age quality, well representing the 
material generally found in market 
in the state. The amount of spray¬ 
ing liquid upplied varies from 125 
| gallons at the first treatment to 225 
‘gallons at the fourth. This gave 
I from 2J to 4$ pounds Paris green to 
| the acre at each application, and a 
| to^l it during the season of 12 pounds 
to the acre. In the lime-water xnix- 
I ture, two pounds freshly slaked lime 
j was used for each 50 gallons water. 
The bordeaux was made by the usual 
6-4-50 formula (l-to-8 strength) ex¬ 
cept in one spraying when six pounds 
lime was unintentionally used instead 
of four pounds. The poison was ad¬ 
ded to the bordeaux without using 
any more lime. 

The potato beetles were perfectly 
controlled on all the rows. There 
was no evidence of foliage burning by 
the Paris green—not even when the 
poison was used in water alone and 
at the rate of 4£ pounds to the 
acre. On the contrary, all through 
the season the foliage on the two 
rows sprayed with poison in water 
and in lime-water was noticeably

orous than that on adjoining check 


it the present year. The clover crop 
was unusually plentiful.

I When the second crop was well 
.saved it answers well for such feed- 
jing. But the past seasons in some 
sections much of the second crop was 
spoiled by rain.

It cannot be de¬ 
voted to a better use than to feed it 
to sheep that are being as described 
above. It is also excellent for breed¬ 
ing ewes, particularly in the lamb¬ 
ing season. It is good for producing 
milk, and sheep are very fond of it 
when the clover is properly savod.

$40,000,000 from its communities of 
ex-serfs; that it owns 24,000 miles 
of railway; that /the Czar is certain¬ 
ly one of the richest men living, hav¬ 
ing an official annual income of near¬ 
ly $5,000,000 and a private annual 
income of from four to five times 
this amount. 

On entering tho Imperial Treasury 
the duly accredited visitor is receiv¬ 
ed by Court officials of charming 
manners and dignified courtesy, 
whose grace and versatility at once 
revoal Russia's cultured nobility. 

THE FIRST ROOM

horses, with explanatory notes and 
dates. Near by is the gorgeous bal- 
dachino under whioh the Emperor 
walked at his coronation.

Paris green with bordcaux increased 
the yield 150 bushels per acre; bor- 
denux alone increased the yield 142 
bushels, 30 pounds per acre. 

While the tost strengthens the view 
heretofore advocated by the station, 
that bordcaux should always be used 
as a Carrier for Paris green on po¬ 
tatoes. it does not cause the officials 
to change the advice to use lime with 
Paris green if the grower is deter¬ 
mined to apply only the insect icicle. 
If all conditions had been right to 
l - educe burning, it is quite certain 
that the use of lima would have 
shown a benefit. 

LATH CHICKS A .SUCCESS. 

Last year we took pU a largo hatch 
of I lyniouth Rock chicks tho latter 
I art uf August. These were urovid- 
od with quarters remote from the 
hen-houses, to protect, them from 
lice. As we hud quite a number of 
sitting hens we did not use the 
brooder, but separated the chicks in¬ 
to lots of 20 with one hen to each 
coop. These were con ;ned to small 
runs during stormy weather and giv¬ 
en plenty of litter in which to 
scratch. Two or three time* a day 
h siiiull quantity of n illet wed was 
scattered through this litter to en¬ 
courage exercise, but on bright, sun- 
shin.- days tlie chicks were givtn free 
range. 

Th«lr principal diet while very 
snail consisted of curd cheese, millet 
and whol • wheat, chopped onions, 
lettuce or ally other green food avail¬ 
able. with un occasional feed of fresh 
meat or crushed green bone. After 
they were a month old. whole kafir 
torn tittered largely into their dict- 
nrv. on<l they were foil liberally on 
this grain until marketed.

With lace of almost every sort be¬ 
ing petted to death for trimming, or 
making, almost every article of dress 
the separating of the various motifs 
in the best way—that is, without los¬ 
ing any of the luce and yet making 
the most of every port of the design 
—is a point well worth looking into. 

Cluny lacof-und the cluny of this 
season is made with a finer threud 
than tho heavy cluny we used a 
couple of years ago—is one of the 
"pillow laces." and cun bo made only 
in widths varying from six inches to 
narrower. To make the allover, these 
strips are joined, the pattern allow¬ 
ing for matching, Ju*t i.s a figured 
carpet does. The joining is deftly 
done, so that you have to look well 
into the luce to find the line. When 
you find it, it is an easy mutter to 
rip tho thread without in the least 
hurting the lace. But if you have to 
cut it anywhere, don’t do it until 
you ore ready to sew it: nnd leave 
until you are ready to sew it; and 
leave generous scams It’s a bad 
lace for fraying. 

Irish crochet conies in so many 
forms, from allovers and strips und 
edgings of varying widths to odd 
(ami even) motifs, that you rarely 
have to cut it. 

But point veni.se and most of the 
other heavy laces come in motifs 
doubled upon each other. Some of 
them can be taken npurt und put 
together again in a much more im¬ 
posing way. And some are Just the 
sume set figure repeated stolidly 
again und aguin. 

I Kven the simplest of thein require 
care in separating. There's always 
u thread, fairly well concealed, which 

j may be cut, and which divides the 
figures without giving them a chance 
to fray. If you can't see this thread 
nt first, pull the lace gently, und the 
stitches holding the parts together 
will soon reveal themselves. 

What is true of lace is tru<» of the 
embroideries. 

COFFEE J ACKF.TS. 

Those little coffee jacket# of linen 
or lace—or both—have made them¬ 
selves wonderfully popular this sum¬ 
mer. 

They're hardly big enough to l*o 
culled jackets, uitli their odd little 
sleeves which show almost nil of tho 
blouse sleeve. And some of them are 
hardly more than deep bonds hang¬ 
ing from the shoulders across front 
ami bock. But they make the pret¬ 
tiest little finish—liftirg a blouse and 
r.kirt to the dignity of a cojtume.

1113. It is of rare gold filigree 
work on sable, surmounted by a 
plain cross set with pearls. A topaz, 
a sapphire, and a ruby adorn the 
dome, and tho lower part is encrust¬ 
ed with pearls, rubies, and diamonds. 

The crown of Peter the Great is 
adorned with 900 diamonds, sur¬ 
mounted by a diamond cross rising 
from the centre of an immense v^peut 
ruby, while that of tho Empress 
Catherine II. is bedizened by no few¬ 
er than 2,53G diamonds and an enor¬ 
mous ruby, producing a rainbow of 
color dazzling in its brilliancy. The 
crown of Michael Romanoff, tho 
founder of the present Imperial 
House, is surrounded by 190 prec¬ 
ious stones and surmounted by a gi¬ 
gantic emerald. The coronet of the 
present Empress is remarkable chief¬ 
ly for the quality of its jewels, being 
bedecked with one hundred of tho 
purest gems over brought together in 
a single ornament, and is said to be 

UNEQUALLED IN THE WORLD. 

The crown of the present Emperor 
in dome-shaped like a patriarchal 
mitre, lis chief gem is an Immense 
ruby supporting a cross of five very 
largo diamonds, whilo its base is 
abluze with precious stones. It is 
strange that at the coronation of 
Nicholas II. the crown of Peter the 
Great was used, .nnd when with great 
dignity and deliberation tho Czar 
placed the crown on his head it tilt¬ 
ed slightly and appeared too largo, 
an omen readily seized upon by au¬ 
gurs of evil. 

The Royal orb is decorated with 
diamonds, set in two bands, encir¬ 
cling it at right angels. On its up¬ 
per suriuce is u large supphiro sur¬ 
mounted by a diamond cross, while 
to the orthodox Russian not the 
least precious of its materials is a 
piece of the true cross of Christ. The 
Imperial sceptre has for its chief or¬ 
nament the imtgnilicent gem known 
as the OrlolT diamond, one of the 
largest and nvost valuable in exist¬ 
ence; and the jewelled collars of the 
order of .St. Andrew,* tho great 
Sword of State, the Imperial seal, 
und ihi* insignias of innumerable or¬ 
ders blink their animation in vari¬ 
colored lights. 

The ancient practice of presenting 
broad and salt to the Czar as a sign 
of submission nnd fealty is still a 
ceremonious function at each Coro¬ 
nation. Envoys from Khiva, ilok- 
haru. Samarkand, and far-away Ya¬ 
kutsk have offered their allegiance to 
I recent Czars

of rare design. At least 1.000 of

The gold plate used at the Imperi¬ 
al banquets is truly regal.

The recent discovery of a deposit of bee 
seiner ore some distance east of Port 
Arthur raises anew the question, bow long 
4bc people of this Province are to keep <.« 
giving away for a trifling consideration to 
private exploiters minerals of enormous 
aggregate value, only the fringe of this 
great northern region has as yet been ex¬ 
plored. und thu discoveries so far have in¬ 
cluded some beds of ore which under any 
rational system of adminietrntion would 
be yielding a substantial revenue to the 
Provincial treasury. Worthy oi special 
mention are the Helen iron mine and the 
Udsjof nickle between budbury and Nairn 

Without going into a discussion of thi 
terms on which mineral landa may be se¬ 
cured under the present regulations, it 
not hard to lay down a few general prin¬ 
ciples with which such such regulations 
ought to comply. The first is that the ti¬ 
tle to mineral lands, like the Lite to lands 
producing valuable limber, should remain 
vested in the crown for the advantage ol 
the people. Fine timber berths are leased, 
nut Hold, to lumber manufacturers, who 
porch&ae at auction only the evclasive right 
to cut the timber subject to the payment 
of annual rental and etamp&ge dues. Paip- 
wood areas ate leased to operators under a 
different set of conditions, but one of them 
in that for every cord of wood mannfactur 
ed into pulp a certain sum must be paid to 
the Province. Fisheries are leased, not 
sold, and they too are a continuous, if not 
u perpetual, source of revenue. Mineral

There are heroes of the pen as well 
as of the sword, and the victories of the 
study are quite as affecting and mem¬ 
orable as those of the battlefield. 

If a complete list of the flue exam¬ 
ples of heroism of authors were com¬ 
piled it would reach well out into the 
thousands and include a large number 
of illustrious uames. In fact, it Is said 
that few authors have done really great 
work except under adverse circum¬ 
stances. Literature, as well as science, 
art and history, Is indebted to pain and 
worry and suffering for some of its 
choicest gems. 

Thero are few finer examples of the 
heroism of the study than that present¬ 
ed by Professor Flnsen, the discoverer 
of the light cure for lupus. For the 
last twenty years of his too short life 
he suffered from painful diseases of 
the heart and liver, to which dropsy 
was superadded, and it was only by 
dully self denial and the strictest diet¬ 
ing that he was able to live at all. 

Yet for oil these years, lived in the 
very shadow of death and In constant 
suffering, he stuck bravely to his great 
life work, even studying his own dis¬ 
eases with the keenest attention and 
writing articles on them for medical 
Journals. The last two or three years 
of his life were spent lying on his back, 
unable even to be carried to his be¬ 
loved institute a few yards away, and 
yet the lion hearted scientist never re¬ 
laxed for a single day his gallant fight 
for his fellow men against disease. 

The heroism of the Danish profess¬ 
or suggests a similar brave battle 
waged by on English professor. J. R. 
Green, the historian, agnlust disease 
and pain. It was in 18(10, when the 
disease which had assailed him for 
muuy years finally prostrated him and 
when the doctors gave him no hope of 
living more than six months, that 
Green sot to work to write his famous 
“Short History of the English Peo¬ 
ple." Day after day lie toiled at his 
task, holding desperately on to life 
and In a state of ceaseless pain and ex¬ 
haustion, and so brave was the man's 
spirit that he actually prolonged his 
life for five years. Even ho was bound 
to confess, "I wonder how In those 
years of physical pain and despond¬ 
ency I could ever have written tile 
book nt all.” 

General Grout's memoirs, which 
brought his widow the enormous sum 
of $500,(XX), were written under even 
more trying conditions than Green's 
history. ^ In 1884. the year before his 
death, the cx-president found himself 
bankrupt through the failure of the 
Marine bank ami face to face with the 
pros|>oet of dying penniless and leav¬ 
ing his wife destitute. It was ut this 
terrible crisis that lie began to write 
the story of ids stirring career. Rut 
the cup of his misfortune was not yet 
full. A cancer formed nt the root of 
Ills tongue, and the gallant soldier was 
compelled to write day alter day, suf¬ 
fering constant and severe agony. 

Mrs. Drowning, too. wrote most of 
her beautiful poems confined to a 
darkened chamber, to which only her 
own family and a few devoted friends 
could lie admitted, in great weakness 
end almost unlntermlttent suffering, 
wiili iier favorite spaniel us her com¬ 
panion. 

The German i>oot Heine was another 
martyr and hero of the study. The

Bora \o One Know* Where and Died 
Mo One Knnm Him. 

Hudson must have been at 1 *ast forty 
when he died, but nothing Is known of 
Ills life before the last four years of it. 
A certain Henry Herdson. or Hudson, 
ulderman of London and one of the 
founders of the Muscovy company, has 
been suggested as bis grandfather, and 
the relationship Is the more likely be- 
euuse It is eertaln that some of his 
name and kin were Interested In the 
company. It may have been upon tliHr 
reeommendation that he was first ap¬ 
pointed to the command of a ship in 
the eompuny's service in 1007. Of his 
early training and previous voyuges 
nothing is known. The beginning of his 
history is ns mysterious as its end. He 
was l»orD no one knows where, and he 
died no one kuows how. He comes into 
our knowledge on the quarter deck of a 
ship bound for tbe pole; be go**s out of 
it in a crazy boat manned by eight sick 
men, and so fades away into the dim 
haze that hangs about the desolate let 
floes.

men see that the whale is well in the

f a great shout and charge In upon him.

cooluess and generul fitness for his 
work then leaps upon bis back and 
! with a great triangular shaped knife 
proceeds to cut two great gashes In his 
body Just back of bis head. Through 
' the underlying blubber and these two 
gashes be pusses a rope and, knotting 
it, makes a loop of it. He then repeats 
the same operation as far back on bis 
t body as be can. When the fight bus 
been completely knocked out of the 
whale, boats range alongside of him,

FREE ALLIANCE. 

While the Norwegian always have 
regarded the union ns an alliance of ( 
two free, mutally independent states 
for the defence of common interests 
against any hostile attempt from 
outside, the Swedes, from the very 
beginning, have seen in the union an 
extension of power for their country, 
and a compensation for the loss of 
Fin! a ad, which was ceded to Russia 
in 18*). They have, therefore, al¬ 
ways tried to gain an ever increas¬ 
ing preponderance in the conduct of 
foreign alTairs. From their point of 
view, being the greater and richer 
nation, this wus perhaps only na- 
turul; but it was not just to Norway 
und contrary to the principles upon 
which the union was based. 

INJUSTICE TO NORWAY. 

In 1885 Sweden decided that for¬ 
eign affairs should be laid before tho 
King und settled in a council of three! 

Swedish Ministers, one of whom wus | 
to be tho Prime Minister, und that j 
their decision should be subject tnj 
the Swedish Parliament. Norway, 
thereupon claimed a full representa¬ 
tion Iii this council and the justice 
of this demaud wus recognized by the 
Swedes; but for different reasons no 
agreement wus arrived ut, so that; 

Sweden was left with practically the . 
whole management of the foreign af¬ 
fairs of both countries. Luicr ncgo-l 
[ tint ions in J880 und 891 failed bo- 
| cause Sweden demanded that it. 
should bo expressly formulated in the 
union treaty that the Swedish Min- 
Inter for Flrelgn AlTairs should net 
i ns such for the union und for Nor¬ 
way, without any responsibility to 
I tho Norwegian Parliament—an ar¬ 
rangement to which tho Norwegians 
I have never been w illing to bind them¬ 
selves. 

I’OIXT IN DISPUTE. 

After it hull proved impossible for 
^ the two countries to come to on 
j understanding, Norway, in order to 
obtain n regulation of u least parL 
of the points in debate, and as a 
first step towards the solution of the 
the whole question, in 1891 took up, 
tho question of establishing h sepa¬ 
rate Norwegian consular service. 

Hitherto the consular service had 
I been under the Minister of Foreign 
' AITuirs und had been common to 
both countries. The inconvenience of 
this arrangement during the first 
I years of the union was not much felt. 
but with tho enormous development 
of tho Norwegian shipping trade the

"The hoada ol these wholesale j 
houses are not known to the general, 
public. Advertising In any torn, is 
as strictly avoided as It is by the 
members of the Itoyal College ol.

“Tho bulk of tho seed imported is 
temporarily stored In large ware¬ 
houses, whose mysteries are strictly 
guarded and inaccessible to the out¬ 
sider. 

The flower seed department alone 
of one of these largo depositories oc¬ 
cupies a whole building, consisting of 
a basement anil four floors. The 
ground is entered through massive 
double iron fireproof doors which 
effectively protect it from fire and 
thieves. 

"In the center of this floor are 
large bins filled with seeds, mainly 
sweet peas, while around the sides 
run long fixed counters, where men 
are busily employed, one of each 
couple weighing out the quantity or¬ 
dered, while the other puts it into 
Reed 'pockets,' or brown paper bags, 
according to the size required. 

“Behind these workors the walls are 
lined with innumerable drawers fill¬ 
ed with loose seed. These contain 
every known variety of flower seed, 
carefully labeled, each with its Latin 
name. Some of these drawers, when 
filled with choice kinds of seeds, 
such as primulas and cinerarias re¬ 
present an enormous money value. 

I One pound of such seed would cost 
(from £130 to £200 wholesale, or a 
! choice petunia seed, for example, 
would range at about £10 10s. for u 
single ounce. 

“On the next floor, In place of the 
drawers of seed, part of the walls are 
filled with pigeon-holes, into which 
the packets of different varieties of 
seeds are put.

Golden Text, Eccl. xii., 1. 

LESSON WORD STUDIES. 

Note—These Word Studies are based 
on the text of the Revised Version. 

T he Reign of Anion—The wicked 
King Munusseh wus succeeded on the 
th*one of Judah by his equally wick¬ 
ed son. Anion. The two parallel ac¬ 
counts of his reign are found in 2 
Chron. x.wiii., 20-2." and 2 Kings 
xxi., 18-20. Although his reign was 
short it is of special interest to us. 
.since his name occurs in the genea¬ 
logical table cf the house of David 
(1 Chron. iii.. 14), and in that of 
the ancestry of our Lord also (Matt. 

1., 10). It is also mentioned in con¬ 
nection with his son Josiah in Jer. 

1.. 2. xxv .. II; nml Zeph. I . 1 Anion 
ascended the throne in th* year 041 
H. ('., at the age of twenty-two 
years, nml reigned two years, being 
succeeded in 039 bv his son Josiah. 
During his short reign Anion repeat¬ 
ed all the idolatrous practises of his 
father's earlier years. The sad state 
cf a Hulr« durinc his reign may be In¬ 
ferred partly from the statement that 
“he walked in all the wavs that his 
father walked In, and served the idols 
that his father served, and worship 
t-d them,” 2 Kings xxi.. 21. and 
partly from the slate of affairs which 
)iis s !cc*issors. Josiah, found oi.d 
sought to change by a thorough re¬ 
formation. Amon was the victim 
finally of palace intrigue, i cing slain 
bv conspirators who. in turn, were 
brought to Justice by the people, and 
his youthful son placed on the 
throne. 

Verse 1. Josiah—King of Judah 
r-oin 11. C. 0.10 to U. ('. 003; the 
son of Amon. the grandson of Ma- 
nassih. Ascendii'g the throne at the 
age of eight years, the early part 
of his reign during the years of his 
minority wus evidently characterized 
by idolatrous practises such ns had 
been introduced and fostered under 
both his father and grandfather. 
When ut last he took the reins of 
governtucut definitely into his own 
hand he introduced and carried to u 
succ. ssful issue a national reform 
which liecatnu epoch-making (comp 
lesson text). The main features of 
this reform were the cleansing and 
thorough renovation of the temple, 
the centralization oi worship at Jer¬ 
usalem, and the removal of local 
sanctuaries throughout the kingdom. 
(\necrning the years which followed 
th- reformation little is known. 
These seem to have been years of 
peace and prosperity. Finally in B. 
C. ft08 Josiah entered upon the ill- 
advised campaign against the king of 
Egypt, who had invaded Syria, and 
as a result lost his life in the battle 
of Megiddo (comp, 2 Kings xxiii., 
20 ).

ALL COME FROM COAL. 

Some of the Many Useful Products 
Obtained From It. 

it certainly looks unromantic 
enough as it burns in your grate, but 
there are more things in it than pro¬ 
bably you ever imagined. Scientists 
of late years have discovered innum¬ 
erable articles either in its substance 
or in the waste products left behind 
when used for gas-making. Scents, 
oils, dyes of all colors, asphalt, med¬ 
icines, fertilisers, products for glass- 
making, sonp, and paper, alum, 
blacking, blackhead—these are but a 
few of articles innumerable. 

Besides these well-known articles, 
there are a host of things familiur to 
chemists which* play an Important 
part in the industrial world, but 
whose names would convey no mean¬ 
ing to those unnequuinted with chem¬ 
istry. Hare is the family tree of Mr. 
Coal:— 

The ffrst three products are gas, 
coke and ammonia. From the first 
of these, gas. comes coal tur. and 
from It benzine, naphtha, creosote 
oils, anthraccuso oils and aliyarin, 
which produces many dyes and per¬ 
fumes. From ammonaa are derived 
smelling salts, fertilizer, alum and 
sulphuric acid, caustic soda, used in 
paper and soap making.

“The center of the floor of the 
third story is piled high with sacks 
; to replenish the drawers and bins on 
the lower floors. Here are bales and 
bales of nasturtium seed from Great 
I Britain and the Continent; tons and 
tons of sweet pea seed from Califor¬ 
nia; also tons of migonette seed har¬ 
vested on the banks of the Loire, tho 
native land of Margaret of Anjou, 
Jueen of our Henry VI., or grown on 
the fields near the Bodethal, in the 
neighborhood of the fairy haunted 
Brocken, while the rest was harvest¬ 
ed in Essex. In addition to all these 
there arc innumerable bags of mari¬ 
gold and echscholtzia seed, 
j “On the shelves that flank the sides 
I of this granary are placed smaller 
sized bags containing costlier varie¬ 
ties of different seeds—one with 1(J§ 
pounds of a choice variety of pansy, 
representing a money value (whole¬ 
sale) of £84. Asters there are in 
endless variety, for of these seeds 
'some growers order as many as 
i twenty pounds to be used for cut 
flowers alone. 

“A large portion of the top floor 
is covered with bags of seed piled 
high to tho ceiling, which are like¬ 
wise used to replenish the stock on 
the lower floors. The more interest¬ 
ing portion of this story, however, 
is that part partitioned o!T with 
strong wire netting and securely 
locked. Behind this stout barricade 
are kept what are known as the 
I stock seeds of the firm. These seeds 
have been carefully selected and im- 
l proved on the firm’s own trial 
grounds to insure lhut the seed for 
disposal one or two years hence may 
be of tho very best strain. These 
nro sent to those countries whose 
climates are best suited to the pro¬ 
duction and their products are re¬ 
ceived back after harvest. Before 
the seed thus obtained is allowed to 
pass into tho hands of the retailer it 
is once more tested to see if its 
growth is perfect. 

“Ah in tho cose of famous race¬ 
horses. tho pedigrees of these stock 
seeds ore carefully preserved in large, 
HEAVY LOCKED LEDGERS, 
so that tho family tree of each class 
of seed may be readily traced back 
through generations of ancestors. 
This is a highly important und in¬ 
tricate part of the detail of the bus¬ 
iness. 

“The trinl grounds on which these 
testa are obtained are likewise ic- 
plete with interest. The seeds to be 
tested are sown in short rows, each 
row being numbered, and a full de¬ 
scription kept In the firm's books. 
When the blooms have reached ma¬ 
turity* they are examined as to color, 
habit, size, etc., and should any

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'rogues' be present they ere carefully 
noted in the firm's trial books. 

"In another warehouse there is to 
be seen a large staff busy with the 

execution of orders for bulbe. These 
also had traveled far and wide ere 
they reached the heart of foggy Lon¬ 
don. Hie bulk came from Holland; 
for instance, such hyacinths as Czar 
Peter and La Orandesse, with their 
gorgeous scented blooms, or the 
stately Tulipa gregii and delicately 
tinted Murillo tulips. There are, 
however, also lilies from Japan, 
freesias from France and Sicily, beau¬ 
tiful ranunculi from Italy and Anjiu, 
not to mention narcissi from the 
Channel and Scilly Isles, tuberoses 
from the United States and lily of 
the valley from Germany. 

I "The vegetable, department is equal¬ 
ly fascinating. For example, Roch- 
fort's Market, one of the choicer var¬ 
ieties of cucumber seed, has a whole¬ 
sale value of about 18 shillings an 
ounce, or £82,236 a ton, if such an 
immense quantity were required by 
any individual, which is never ths 
case. 

"When we realize that one ton of 
this seed might, on an average, pro- 
| duce something like 716,800,000 cu¬ 
cumber plants, we may have somo 
faint idea of the truly appalling and 
colossal vista of indigestion for 
I which it would be responsible should 
j an unwary public have no proper re¬ 
gard for its petites maries. 
i "Cauliflower seed is here in abun¬ 
dance, and not less interesting from 
the fact that it has been grown on 
the slopes of Mount Vesuvius and 
fertilized by the lava poured out in 
| past ages, possibly even by that 
' which engulfed historic Herculaneum 
itself. 

1 "Tiers and tiers of sacks are piled

Quantities of peas of all varieties 
are collected on another floor, hun¬ 
dreds of tons of tho seed of this fav¬ 
orite vegetable pussing through the 
building in one season. Hundreds of 
bushels of these have come the three 
months Journey by sailing vessel from 
New Zealand, others have been 
harvested in the fertile plains of 
Germany, near the Hartz mountains. 

"Elsewhere are stored immenso 
quantities of the scarlet runner bean. 
How little tho amateur gardener, 
when he invosts threepence in half 
a pint for his garden, knows ubout 
his purchase, or realizes how far 
these beans may have come. There 
flashes through his mind no picture 
of tho districts in far awny Galicia, 
behind the Carpathians, whore they 
have been harvested. 

"The work of farming and harvest¬ 
ing these beans is done mainly by 
peasants, quaintly dressed in their 
native garb of sheepskins, who culti¬ 
vate smull portions of ground. After 
hat vest these men flock to the local 
markets, each with the produce of 
his small plot of land, which he dis¬ 
poses of to the buyers. The buyers, 
chiefly Jews, make a good profit as 
middlemen between the peasant cul¬ 
tivators and the British wholesale 
merchant, and hundreds of bushels of 
beans are thus sent by way of I)ant- 
zic and Hamburg to London. In u 
lofty granary are piled quantities of 
radish seed, of which some growers 
plant as many as twenty bushels. 
How insignificant seems the ordinary 
ounce one buys when compared with 
this. Close by are stored tons and 
tons of tho seed from which our fav¬ 
orite spring onion is raised, nnd 
which claims southern France as its 
home. 

"It is wonderful to note the core 
necessary for the production of those 
velvety lawns for which the British 
Isles are so famous Germany, Hol¬ 
land, Canada, New Zealand, Ireland 
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THE DREAD OF DRAFTS. 

Through unwarrantable fear of 
catching cold from every breath of 
ah*, many people house themeelves, 
both day and night, in rooms and 
■ apartments that are little i>etter than 
j air-tight chambers. They force 
themselves to breathe an atmosphere 
J that is deficient in oxygen and con- 
j taminated with carbonic acid and 
other poisonous go$e». And, as a 
rule, they have Ahfdr roome exces¬ 
sively warm. A^ood fire in an open 
fireplace may carry part of the con- 
1 taminated air ,4way with the smoko, 
but steam-raaiatorii and other heat¬ 
ing devices which require neither air- 
ducts nor fluok Vp no way diminish 
the impurity. 
j The effects of tucathing vitiated air 
are especially pernicious to the 
health of children^ yThey are gener¬ 
ally manifested firhc in the nervous 
system by the production of drowsi¬ 
ness and mental dulness. Poisonous 
matters that are normally exhaled 
. bv the lungs and skin are retained in 
increasing quantities in the blood. 

; They render it impure, and a form 
of anaemia is soon produced. This 
becomes apparent in pallor of coun¬ 
tenance, languor, weakness, depres¬ 
sion and loss of appetite. The power 
of resisting disease is diminished and 
a condition of chronic invalidism is 
ultimately developed. 

1 The dread of drafts now becomes 
justifiable, for, in the debilitated 
slate of the system, even the cur¬ 
rents of cold air that descend from 
tho windows and walls increase the 
I susceptibility to infection to such an 
oxtent that the form of disease ac¬ 
quired depends only upon the kind 
of infectious agents that gain access 
to the body. No more favorable op¬ 
portunity can bo alTorded for the 
growth of the germs of tuberculosis, 
influenza, pneumonia, err cerebrospinal 
meningitis. And even when germs do 
not enter the body, there may be a 
physical docline that will terminate 
in fatal disease of some of the vital 
organs 

! The exclusion of fresh air is « rad¬ 
ical mistake that should be corrected 
before permanent damage has been 
done. Tho practice of ventilation 
can be learned best during the sum¬ 
mer season, when drafts are least 
noticeable. After one has become 
accustomed to the breathing of pure 
air. the oppressive closeness of an 
unventilated room is intolerable. 
While this habit is being acquired, 
however, the body should be streng¬ 
thened against sensitiveness to drafts 
by systematic bathing in cold water. 
The cold of winter then produces an 
agreeable stimulation of the nervous 
system, and a moderate draft need 
not be feared.—Youth's Companion. 

HINTS FOR THE SICK ROOM. 

Anything more distressing to a 
sick person than watery, ill-flavored 
gnul can hardly be imagined, and the 
power of digestion is often material¬ 
ly weakened by the dislike taken to 
the carelessly nmdc food. To all 
gruel, even if sweetened, a little salt 
is necessary to make It palatable, 
unci all lumps should be carefully 
strained out. Then serve, if thick, 
in a pretty little china bowl on u 
plate. Have a light tray, with a 
napkin or doyley, and arrange the 
dish of gruel with a spoon, fresh 
napkin, and if allowed, a few finger- 
like pieces of bread, or toast, or a 
light water of some kind.

George III., with 
his nine sons and his six daughters, 
sot an sxample, and it can be said 
that if every household In Great Bri¬ 
tain bad increased as regularly since, 
the tight little island would have a 
good many more than forty millisus. 
It is true that Edward tho Duke of 
Kent had only one child—Victoria— 
but slnco then the multiplication has 
gone on apace. The late Queen was 
blessed with four sons anil five 
•laughtors, all of whom were permit¬ 
ted to reach maturity and marry. Of 
the nine, eight have had children, 
and ueually not singly, but in bat¬ 
talions. Kina Edwurd is the parent 
of six, and his son, George, with tho 
latest addition, is parent of the 
samo number. The other stems hnvu 
done as well—the Empress Frederick 
eight and her eon. Emperor William, 
seven; Princess Alice six. and ono of 
her daughters, the Empress of Rus¬ 
sia. five; Prince Alfred and Princess 
Helena, five each; Princess Beatrice, 
four; Prince Arthur, three, and Prince 
Leopold, two.

...Oatmeal Gruel—Put four table¬ 
spoons of oatmeal into one pint of 
boiling water; add i teaspoon of salt 
and boil without stirring for thirty 
minutes. Strain in a sieve, rubbing 
through us much oatmeal as possible. 
Have reudy one egg well beaten, add 
on * ttaspoon of powdered sugar. Re¬ 
heat the gruel and pour over the 
egg. Mix carifully and serve. Whif>- 
ped cream may be a substitute for 
the egg, and makes un exceedingly 
nice gruel.

THE USES OF LACES. 

With lace of almost every sort be¬ 
ing petted to death for trimming, or 
making, almost every article of dress 
the separating of the various motifs 
in the best way—that is, without los¬ 
ing any of the lace and yet making 
the most of every part of the design 
—is a point well worth looking into. 

Cluny lace—and the cluny of this 
season is made with a liner tlireud 
than the heavy cluny we used a 
couple of years ago—is one of the 
“pillow laces." and can be made only 
in widths varying from six inches to 
narrower. To make the ullover, these 
strips are joined, the pattern allow¬ 
ing for matching, Just as a figured 
carpet does. The Joining is deftly 
done, so that you have to look well 
into the luce to find the line. When 
you find it, it is an easy matter to 
rip the thread without in the least 
hurting the luce. But if you have to 
cut it anywhere, don't do it until 
you are ready to sew it; and leave 
until you are ready to sew it; ami 
leave generous seams. It’s a bad 
lace for fraying. 

Irish crochet comes in so many 
forms, from allovers und strips and 
edgings of varying widths to odd 
(and even) motifs, that you rarely 
have to cut it. 

But point venise and most of the 
other heavy laces come in motifs 
doubled upon each other. Some of 
them can be taken apart and put 
together aguin in a much more im¬ 
posing way. And some ure just the 
same sot llguro repeated stolidly 
again und uguiti. 

Even the simplest of them require 
earn in separating. There’s always 
u thread, fairly well concealed, which 
may be cut, and which divides the 
figures without giving them a chance 
to fray, if you can’t see this thread 
at first, pull the luce gently, and the 
stitches holding the parts together 
will soon reveal themselves. 

What is true of 'ace is true of the 
embroideries. 

COFFEE. JACKETS. 

Those little cofTee jackets of linen 
or lace—Oi both—have made them¬ 
selves wonderfully populur this sum¬ 
mer, 

They’re hardly big enough t<> lo 
called Juckets, with their odd little 
sleeves which show almost all of the 
Idouso slctevo.

Deer Winter Mortality. 

John Kelly, of Lindsay, tells Tho 
Watchman Warden, that he saw a 
thousand dead deer* during the past 
winter while hush ranging in the French 
River district for a Saginaw firm. The 
habit of the deer Is to keep to the run¬ 
ways and browse along them, but In 
tills long, severe winter, the fodder 
close to the runways gave out. the de r 
could not travel through the deep snow, 
and then the animals starved. "I have 
traveled the woods a good deal in win¬ 
ter," said .Mr. Kelly, "but 1 never saw 
such a d pth of loose snow, lior such 
mortality among the deer before. I 
came across their dead bodies every¬ 
where. Often tlii y had waded out In;**. 
th* 1 deep snow toward other trees, and 
overcome by weakness, sank down and 
died where they were. The lumbermen 
suved hundreds of (h- r Hunger drove 
the animals right up to the camps, 
where they were not molested, but al¬ 
lowed to feed at the haystacks. T nev¬ 
er law a lumberman try to hurt one of 
them, but hnv • often seen deer lying 
beside the stuck chewing their cuds. 
This treatment and the horse feed lit¬ 
tered along the cadge and draw roads 
have been a great help to th>- deer. 
Sometimes, however, even that help 
came too late, it have seen where deer 
had com** across the oats left where 
horses had been fed in the snow. The 
starving deor had eaten the remaining 
oats, but died on the spot, because the 
big feed of grain was too much for At."

Down where the level 
rays cannot penetrate the shadows seem 
to grow darker, and there the firefly 
trails again his momentary’ torch. The 
spirit of the marsh Is abroad, and those 
diminutive moving lights seem but 
struggling emanations from a great 
presence. The .little span of light com¬ 
ing from the nowhere and vanishing 
Into it again inspires the play of wan¬ 
dering fancies. It seems always em¬ 
blematic of our own brief glance into 
the conscious universe. A muskrat 
swims across the open water, breaking 
Its surface into a widening trail of 
quivering ripples, and the swift entan¬ 
gled threads of reflected moonlight 
chase one another away into the sha¬ 
dows of the d*nse banks of rushes. 
But the phosphorescent trail of rhe 
firefly drawn across the invisible back¬ 
ground of shadow claims a keener in¬ 
terest than the more material life of 
the water and air. 

The fireflies have only a few days of 
life In this aerial and luminous stage 
They are then fully matured, and the 
bright glow that awakens so many fan¬ 
cies is the charm that brings them to¬ 
gether in the fulfillment and perpetua¬ 
tion of their life. In their larval stage 
they are rotund, insignificant little 
crawlers, living In and upon the decay¬ 
ed trunks of trees. They might be mis¬ 
taken for lady bugs that had lost their 
color in the close confinement of their 
prison. Some species are luminous in 
this stage, but the most familiar do no; 
glow with light till they have passed 
through the inert chrysalis state and 
com*- forth in their perfection equipped 
for flight* The firefly lays over a hun¬ 
dred eggs, and these do not hatch out 
into larvae till the following spring 
Tlie glowing lights seem to be created 
and obscured at will as they seek their 
companions in the night* That mov 
ing glow impels the flight of wandering 
fancies. Fairies may pass away with 
the years of childhood, and the imag¬ 
inary people of the night may fade In¬ 
to the light of common day, but the 
fireflies always Inspire the creative fan 
cy and transform the dim twilight In¬ 
to an evanescent and mysterious pan¬ 
orama.
